Since  my  lost  ivtter  much  of  interete  Agnney  of  the 
bu  transpired.  Firstly,  efter  some  oppo¬ 
sition,  Mr.  Woodruff  was  allowed  to  testi¬ 
fy.  He  w*»  Mr.  Moulton*  partner,  and 
hla  teattiuouy,  though  ef  Tery  limited  ex 
tent,  and  rather  uuiuiportaiit,  waa  dealgn- 
ed  to  be  corroborative  ot  Mr.  Moultou'a. 

Thia  waa  en  Thuraday;  the  day  on  which 
Mr.  Beach  attacked  the  Tribun e,  and  a 
pamphlet  aald  to  bare  been  compiled  Iroin 
the  Tribuno report,  which  toutaiucd  umonu 
other  things  au  allegation  that  Mr.  Morria 
bad  offered  an  affront  to  Mr.  Beecher.  Mr. 

Beach  on  behulf  ot  Mr.  Morria  haatened  to 
diaclaim  any  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
latter  to  offer  the  Plymouth  Paator  an  af¬ 
front. 

The  exeitement  waa  very  gyeat  when  Mr. 

Tilton  waa  offered  aa  a  wttnesa  in  bia  own 
behalf.  Counael  on  both  aidea  had  looked 
upon  thia  from  the  first  as  a  critical  mo¬ 
ment  In  the  caae,  and  duly  tonified  them- 
•elves  with  authorities  in  support  of  their 
respective  p  >»ition». 

Mr.  K Tarts  rose  at  once  to  hta  leet  and 
challenged  the  witneas.  who  turned  slowly 
round,  and  seated  himaelf  in  thi  witness 
chair,  pending  the  debate  on  hia  admissu- 
bility  Mr.  Evarts  then  opened  an  argu¬ 
ment  which  for  comprehensive  eloquence 
la  without  parallel  in  the  history  of  the 
Brooklyu  bar,  and  has  seldom  been  equal- 
ad  at  any  other.  He  spoke  slowly,  calmly 
a»d  dispassionately ;  yet  on  hit  inaa 
terly  analyairof  the  mirriage  relation,  and 
its  maintenance  in  purity  aa  forming  the 
distinctive  difference  bat  ween  Christian 
communities  “and  the  loose  aud  lustful 
herdlnga  of  the  human  race.”  he  spoke 
with  fire  and  animation,  and  as  hia  clear 
voice  ceased  its  powerful  utterances,  the  en 
thaaiaam  far  exceeded  the  power  ef  the 
court  to  quell. 

Mr,  Pryor  responded  at  great  length,  and 
was  followed  by  Mr.  Beach,  both  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  Mr.  Evarte  who  subsequently 
rose  and  cited  additional  authorities  in 
support  of  his  point.  This  discussion, 
which  began  on  Thursday,  waa  continued 
through  Friday,  and  was  left  for  the  Judge 
to  pass  upon  on  Monday,  when  as  it  was 
said  he  would  have  to  ‘‘show  hia  hand." 

On  Monday  the  decision  waa  rendered 
in  Mr.  Tilton'*  favor  and  the  opportunity 
afforded  him.  in  contravention  of  the 
statute  of  1857,  of  going  upon  the  stand  to 
blast  hla  wlfes  character  without  her  abili¬ 
ty  to  defend  heraelf,  the  law  prohibiting 
a  wife  testify  lag  again*  her  husband.  Hr 
testified  to  his  early  connection  with  Ply¬ 
mouth  church,  the  amount  of  hi*  property 
his  income,  and  the  tribulations  of  the 
Golden  Age. 

Hit  manner  on  the  stand  waa  very  ner¬ 
vous;  he  breathed  with  difficulty,  and 
scrupulously  avoided  looking  in  the  direc 
lion  of  Mr  Beecher,  or  his  wife.  He  look¬ 
ed  chiefly  toward  the  jury,  and  labored  to 
imprest  them  with  his  own  disbelief  in  hi* 
wife.  lie  did  not  hesitate  to  charge  home 
on  Mr.  Bowen  great  responsibility  in  his 
whole  matter. 

Mrs.  Tjldon’s  ‘•confession"  w«s  rnled 
out  as  having  I  wen  wilfully  destroyed,  but 
|fr.  Tilton  waa  aloud  to  bring  it  in  as  near 
as  be  could  rsoolicot  it  from  memory.

He 
ta}d  be  ‘hod  had  Urge  experience  with 
her.  Mr  Tilton's  nervontness  somewhat 
forsook  him  on  thia  point,  and  he  addn 
the  jury  with  fsrv  id  eloquence. 

Mr.  Tilton's  hearties*  dragging  in  of  his 
little  sen  Ralph,  as  a  boy  of  donbtftit  pa¬ 
ternity,  tall  tike  a  pall  upon  the  crowd  as¬ 
sembled  in  the  couit  room,  and  the  har¬ 
rowing  recital  was  not  only  rejected  by 
his  opponents,  but  his  wannest  Iriends 
were  compelled  to  edtnit  that  hia  caae  In¬ 
stead  of  being  strengthened;  was  material 
ly  d  stooged  thereby. 

Mr.  Tilton  explained  bia  relation*  with 
Mr*.  Wootlhuli  substantially  as  Mr.  Moul 
ton  had  siplalned  them  for  him,  and  did 
not  differ  from  that  witness  In  anything 
he  said  ia  any  way,  on  that  subject.
